London, Oct. 16.—German troops Inst night made a heavy attack 
on the newly-won position! of the British in the vicinity of the Bchwn- 
ben redoubt, north of the Somme. The war office announced this 
afternoon that they were repulsed with heavy losses' 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Heavy hoetile shelling continued at intervals during the night 
on our front south of the Anore. A small hostile bombing attack on 
our trenches north of Courcelette was driven back without difficulty. 

“At the Schwaben redoubt a more important enemy attack, de¬ 
livered after heavy artillery preparation and assisted by flames, also 
was repulsed with heavy losses to the enemy. 

“During the night enemy trenches were successfully entered by 
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•poud^nt st salonlca. 

“Th>- Qr dk people," said M. Venl- 
*el *s. "have been led to the brink of a 
precipice -by a con science l*-ss mouareh 
who made common cause with the poli¬ 
ticians of our decadent epoch. When 
this great war afforded us the oppor¬ 
tunity of realising our national Ideals, 
that realisation was prevented liecause 
of ia alliance with her enemies. King 
Constantins believes himself king by 
th.* graca of Cod.

British Columbia Base Hos¬ 
pital Has Had Success¬ 
ful Year 


Ueut.*CoL E. C. Hart. O. C. No. 5 
Overseas General hospital, C. E. F., 
known locally' as the British Columbia ! 
base hospital, writes to the Vancouver 
branch of the Ited Cf«w Society as 
folio we: 

"We have kept very reasonably 
busy', the hospital ha# been enlarged, 
has now 1.000 beds, and Is In the pro¬ 
cess of being changed from a tented 
hospital to one in which all accom¬ 
modation for patients and for stores 
and offices will be In permanent build¬ 
ings. The summer, or at any rate 
the hot weather. Is nearly over, and 
although dal'.nlca is considered a 
somewhat unhealthy place, there has 
been no more-l think not as much — : 
illness among the personnel than was 
to have been expected True, there 
have been a considerable number of, 
changes, some officer*, nursing sister* | 
and men have left on account of HI -, 
ness, transfer, or other reason*, but the 
great bulk of the *Mtablixhuient is as it 1 
left British Columbia, and I ant happy 
to way that during the year Just passed 
we have not had a death nr even a case 
of dangerous Illness among our owiT 
l"‘M’l" 7 

“We have heard, or course, fre¬ 
quently. both privately and officially', 
front individual* and societies in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, and I am very glad to 
think that we are not forgotten. A 
number of societies have also been 
very kind In sending u* boxes of ma¬ 
terial for use iu our work Ae re* 
gurds the money, wo kindly contributed 
for our use. it has not yet been neces¬ 
sary to »|M»nd a very large proportion, 
ro far shout t'l.'wo. has been laid out to 
aid in the working of the hospital. 
However, when the hirtmentw are com¬ 
pleted I have tio doubt that there will' 
he many thing* needed that atv not ap-' 
l*»rent at present 

"To sum up. the- -past year ha* been 
a very successful one. and I think prac¬ 
tically everybody In the unit ha* been 
reasonably contented and a* happy an 
it Is possible to be during the present 
world catastrophe, and I can look for¬ 
ward to another year’s work wltji con¬ 
fidence as I can depend on every n^m- 
l<er of the British Columbia General 
hospital to do everything iu their 
power to make it a success.**

WAS BURIED ALIVE 

Major J. 8. Tail, of Vancouver, Had 

Narrow Escape From Suffocation. 

Major J. 8. Talt, officer temporarily 
commanding the .Kh (Vancouver) 
Battalion, who wa* reported wounded 
a month ago as the result of the ex¬ 
plosion of a large calibre shell In a 
trench where he happened to be, la 
progressing satisfactorily toward ro- 
eovtry. according to a cable received 
at Vancouver. Major Talt has also 
written to his business partner, J. F. 
Mends, giving some details of the cir¬ 
cumstances under which he was 
wounded. The letter, which Is dated 
from the Countess of Pembroke’s Hos- 
pttal. Wilton House, Salisbury, read* 
in part as follows: 

"1 arrived here on -the lilh. taking 
live days en route, on A’ etreicher. 
beds, train, boat, motors, and It’s not 
a nice Journey when you are sore. 

“On the 10th I had rather a close call 
when going up a communication 
trench through quite a heavy shelling. 
A if landed Just out aide the trench 
six feet from me. 1 was smashed 
against the opposite wall (and It’s 
chalk, and hard and Instantly burled 
atundtng with three feet of earth on 
top. Lieut. Clynne, CpI. Brown 
(■coul) and another scout dug me out 
—It took about twenty-five minutes 
and I was quite unable to help. The 
shelling had not stopped for a sec¬ 
ond. When 1 got out I found I could- 
not walk, as I had Ivon badly crushed 
and brills**! In the bark and thighs. I 
1 got to the dressing station, and was 
put In a wooden bunk when another 
all'll landed on the roof, broke the 
beams, so I went down to 'the next 
level. It wag an old Hun (lngoirt. 
Aftei lying there about three "hours 
I -.as hauled on deck. That wa* not 
pleasant us I had no power to move 
from the waist down.** 

Major Talt after describing his Juur- 
nev to Salisbury, continues: “I am im : 
proving and can walk a little, but my 

left aide still" gives me considerable 
aiti nt Ion. The X-ray a showed no 
broken bone*, but many MOtHt clot* 
which have been ahsorticd Yesterday 
I had a ’medical board.’’ I have to 
soend another week here for maaaige. 
after which I go to Torquay with Mm 
Tall, who has been here since I came."

That la a 
strong statement, but I can give sub¬ 
stantial reasons for the faith thnt 1* 
withuTme. Let me particularize a little. 

A few days ago the Hon. Thomas Tay- | 
lor told me he had Just received from, 
the city hall a statement of his local 1m-1 
prcvemenl tax on the property where he 
resides, for street widening only. ■ It 
called for the mat little sum ofr poo a 
year for the term of M years, or a total 
cl fir..«* tn all. Hit propert> Is on a 
section of Pandora avenue that has not 
yit vn widened, that la not likely to be 
widened for the next ten years, and that 
did n<>t need widening any way. as it Is 
wide enough now. Nevertheless the land 
for widening It has been expropriated, 
huge land damages have been paid and 
the owners on tha other side of the street 
from whleh the land was taken are now 
called upon to pay damages to the ex¬ 
tent of trouble the assessed value of the 
property. A few months ago when Alder¬ 
man McNeill was trying to secure a small 
appropriation for the purpose of mac¬ 
adamising that section of the street, 
Alderman Todd threatened to put an In¬ 
junction upon any such expenditure "un¬ 
less the people on that street came 
through with a by-law for paving It." at 
he expressed It. If Alderman Todd had 
had hla way and the street had been 
pavd. under cKy hall methods. Mr. 
Taylor might have bad to pay a at-cond 
£*9 a year Is It any wonder that taxes 
are not paid. and whose fault Is It that 
they are not paid? Certainly not the 
school board's.

There Is no branch of the public ser¬ 
vice which comes s<» near to Jhe hearts 
of the -fathers and mothers of this coun¬ 
try ns our public schools. Strong gov¬ 
ernments have gone down to defeat be¬ 
fore' the storm of Imlignstion which nroea 
when politician* have attempted lo med¬ 
dle with them for unworthy purposes. It 
Mr. Ilaymur would be well advised he 
will keep lits hands off our public schools 
—and that u nr u ly member, the tongue, as 
well. If that part of his duty which 
brings him tn contact with our school 
systems Is distasteful to him, the remedy 
Is In his own hands. He can give plnen 
to some one to whom these .duties would 
bs more agreeable.
